COAST STATIONS NMC, KPH AND KFS WILL RETURN TO 
THE AIR USING MORSE CODE 


For the first time since 12 July 1999 listeners around the world will 
have the opportunity to hear three historic US coast stations on the 
air using Morse code. 


On July 1st, Coast Guard Communications Area Master Station Pacific 
(CAMSPAC), Pt Reyes will retire the historic "Sparks" from the 
Telecommunications Specialist Enlisted Rating Badge, as the Coast 
Guard restructures its work force replacing that specialty with two 
others, the Operations Specialist and the Information Technology 
Specialist. 


As a special part of the ceremony surrounding this change NMC will 
return to the air using Morse code (CW) and possibly radioteletype 
(RTTY). These services, once the mainstays of Coast Guard 
communications, have been retired for several years but will be 
reinstated for this ceremony. 


At present the frequencies known to be authorized for NMC are 8574kc 
and 500kc with the possible addition of 488kc. Additional HF 
frequencies may be authorized by the time of the event. Those 
wishing the latest information about NMC frequencies and times of 
operation should write directly to TCCM Loren R. O'Banion at 
LObanion@d11.uscg.mil . 


The public is invited to visit NMC to participate in this event. The 


unit's Receiver Site, located at 17000 Sir Francis Drake Blvd on the 
Pt Reyes National Seashore will be open to the public between the 
hours of Yam and 3pm. Persons wishing to attend must RSVP to (415) 
669-2004. 


KPH will activate its HF and MF transmitters to participate in this 
historic event and to give listeners the opportunity to hear three US 
coast stations on the air - possibly for the last time. KFS will 
also return to the air on a single frequency. 


KPH will transmit on 6477.5, 8642.0, 12808.5 and17016.5 on HF and on 
500 and 426kc on MF. KFS will transmit on 17026.0kc. These 
frequencies have been made available through the generous cooperation 
of Globe Wireless, the current owner of the KPH and KFS licenses. 


KPH and KFS operators will listen for calls from ships on 6276.0, 
8368.0, 12552.0 and16736.0 on HF and 500kc on MF.

I picked up a Swan 240 at the Shelby hamfest two years back. I paid around 
$100 for it (a very good price... I thought!) I'd suppose in good condition 
it'd be worth at least that... probably a little bit more. A typical 
black-box Swan power supply (117x) usually goes for around $50 and a 117xc 
(the black-box with the speaker) about $75... depending on their current 
condition. Hopefully that should give you some idea as to how to value it. 
As to the power.. the 240 isn't one of Swans more powerful rigs, but it sure 
puts out some real nice sounding audio.

Actually, it's a 6V6 transmitter. 


The 6L6 transmitters were by Fred Sutter, W8QBW. The QSL-40, a single 
6L6 built on a "QSL" sized chassis (4" X 6") was a late 30's / early 
40's QST series. I think the biggest one was the QSL-60. 


My first transmitter was a QSL-40 with 600V on the plate!! Came out 
closer to a QSL-60. Fortunately we lived in a strong signal TV area, 
so no problems with TVI. 


A friend of mine decided he was going to build one too, but we could 
only find a 6V6. For some reason, he could only get about 4OW input, 
and being the RF geniuses we were at 13, we figured that all he needed 
was more emission from the cathode. More emission = more heat = 
higher filament voltage! So we put the 5V winding in series with the 
6V winding and put 11V on the filament. Got the input power up over 
50w! He used the same tube for almost a year. Try THAT with your 
MRF-XXX finals! :-)

Greetings All; 

Thank you to respondants on this topic. 

I was aware that the quiery was in the nature of this being a "how long is a 
rope" question and I appreciate the thoughtful responses. I am well aware of 
the basic limits of technology of that vintage and would prefer to retain as 
much of the original design as compatible with enjoyment. I do have a much 
more stable Collins-system R-390-A and am realistic about my expectations 

for the Super-Pro's '30s design. 

For the sake of trying Hammarlund's recommendation, I have neatly installed 

a 3pF/n750 and reset tracking as a trial and the cap does indeed reduce post- 
warm-up drift noticably. It is apparent that a cap with more 'n' coefficient 
'swing' is required to center the drift nearer zero-sum. Since the tuner box is 
assenbled with sheet metal self-tapping screws, I'm likely not going to 
casually further intrude into it anymore than necessary to maintain function 
unless I get a solid recommendation (and an example item) on the value of a 
suitable single comp cap. 

The set is, as other owners have stated, a rewarding delight to use and is the 
indeed the best sounding AM radio I've yet used (on a speaker worthy of it's 
capabilities).
